AN ASSASSIN'S WORK. 



Mayor Carter Harrison, of Chicaco, 
Shot by a Discharged 
Policeman. 



Record of Deceaaea— He Was to Have 
Been Married Next 
Week. 



CniCAfio, Oct. 2S. — A man made hia ap- 
pearance at the residence of Mayor Carter 
Harrison at eight o'clock this evening, and 
without warning opened fire upon the 
Mayor with a revolver, inflicting wounds 
from which Mr. Harrison died at 8:27 
o'clock. 

Tho name of the assassin is Prendergaat. 
Ho was at one time employed on tho 
Cliicigo police force, and has been trying 
for some time to get back on llie force. The 
reaidenoe of the late Mayor, at Ashh.nd 
l5ouIevttrd and Jackson atreot, iaaurrounded 
at thia hour by an iutenaely e.xoitud mob of 
people, attracted by the newH of tlie ahoot- 
ing. which apreud in the immediate vicinity 
with great rapidity. I'rendergaBt was 
liiUun into cuatody within a few minutea 
after he had fjrcd the fatal shot, by a 
police nfiicer atationed at tho corner 
near tlie Mayor's reaidence. Tlie 
oliicer allowed great preaencu of mind 
and before thoao in tho immediate nighbor 
hood could realizo tho full extent of the 
tragedy, tho priaonor wa3 hurried to a 
patrol box and, within a few minutea, was 
on hia way to tho central police station, 
where ho ia now confined under a heavy 
guard. There is no question that hia life would 
have been taken if he had beea allowed to 
remain near the scene of tlie orimn ten 
minutes longer, Tlie man's action before 
tho ahooting were not such aa to attract 
attcDtion, but his talk and manner since he 
was put under arrest leave no doubt as to 
hia ineaaity. 

The incidents that led up to the killing 
show that it was prrmeditatcd and deliber- 
ately plannotl. At 7:15 o'clock thia evening 
a man ran up the front atepa of Mr. Harri- 
son's reaideuco and rang the belt. Mary 
Fanaen, tho servant, answered the boll, 
and the man outside aaked for Mr. Harri- 
son. She said he would have to wait a 
moment us Mr. Harriaon was asleep on the 
sofa in tho parlor, at the same time going 
back through the hall to call him, leaving 
tho door open. In a moment Mr. Harrison 
stopped from the parlor to the hall. In an 
instant the man had drawn a revolver and 
fired, the shot entering the abdomen. Two 
more shoia rung out an inatant later, the 
grat of which entered tho Mayor's body 
under the left arm, penetrating tho heart. 

Carter Henry Harriaon was born in 
Fuyetto Co., Kentucky, in February, 1825. 
Ho (.Tadudted at Yale in 1815. Ho read 
taw, engaged in farming, travelled for two 
years in foreign countriea, and after receiv- 
ing hia degree from Tranaylvania law school, 
Lexington, Ky., settled in Chicago, where 
ho engaged in reol eatate operations. After 
tho great lire in 1871 he served as County 
Commiasinner, and after returning from a 
second European journey, in 187-1, was 
elected to Congreaa as a Democrat by bo 
eloae a vote that hia competitor, who had 
defeated him in the preceding eleotion, gave 
notice of a contest. He wae ro-elecled, and 
when hia accond term waa ended in 1S7!), 
ws chosen Mayor of Chicago, in which 
otiioo he waa continued for four bien- 
nial terms. In 1890 he ran for 
Mayor of Chicogo, as an Independent, 
against Dewitt C Cregior, tho regular Uem- 
ocratic nominee, and Hampstcad Waahburn, 
Republican. The three-cornered fight re- 
sulted in the election of the Republican 
candidate. Again in 1892, nothwithstanding 
the fact that he was generally held respou- 
Bible for the Democratic defeat of 1890 in 
this strongly Democratic city, he received 
the regular nomination of tho party for 
mayor after a memorable fight, backed sole- 
ly by hia own poraonality. The campaign 
waa one of the most bitter municipal coo- 
teats on record, and Mayor Harrison hold 
hia offico aa a result of that fight, hia ma- 
jority reaching almost 50,000, being one of 
the greatest personal triumphs recorded in 
American politics. 

\S hen the news of Mayor Harrison's 
aaaaasinatioo reached the down- town atreota 
immense crovv ia gathered around the news- 
paper liuildings, reading the bulletins poat- 
cil from time to time with eager interest. 
Tho building oeoupied by the Times, of 
whioli Ml. Ilarriaon ia proprietor, ia at thia 
hour the gathering place of the moat excited 
throng, and muniiurd against tho life of the 
aasaaain are heard en every aide. A Repub- 
lican meeting waa being held in the iutereat 
of llio judicial eandidatea in thia county, at 
iho 'J'unicr Hull, at .S this evening, ex- Gov- 
ernor K. J. Ogleaby liuiiig in lliu midat of 
an aildrcsa wlieii the amnnincement of the 
Mayor'a doalh waa made, ^layor Harri- 
aon'a great hold on the people of tbia city 
was never beller illualrated than it waa in 
tlio manner in which iho announcement of 
hia death waa received by thia gathering of 
men, called together to work lor ilia political 
appointment. 

j. V. Farwoll, the wealthy dry goods 
merchant of this city, aroac and, in a voice 
filled with emotion, said ; " Another mur- 
der to be avenged." The reputation of the 
man dikI hia manner forbade the thought 
that he intended to counsel lynching. 
Nevertheless, the utterance was inatautly 
taken up by tho hundreda present and, au if 
by mutual understanding, they arose in a 
body and without formal adjournment 
marched out of tho building and headed for 
the weat aide, the home of the late magis- 
trate. From all parta of the city bodiea of 
men have been ooUectlng and moving 
towarda the aoene of murder and toward 
the city hall. Wherever the newa 
became known amall groups of men, aa- 
tonished by what they had heard, aa if by 
common consent started on their way to the 
(^ity hall, whoro the murderer was most 
likely to be confined, or to the Mayor's 
residence. The common movement at once 
alarmed the authorities, and uU tho re- 
eervea were maased in tho heart of the city. 
There are grave fears that aomo outbreak 
may occiur before tho night ia paaaed, hut 
despite the excited condition of the ateadily 
increaaing erowda, efl'orta will be made to 
protect tho prisoner from violence, and it 
aeeiua hardly poasible that, if it shall be- 
como necessary to remove him from the 
city, tho authorities can bo prevented from 
accompliBhing auoh a coup. 

Mayor Cantor Henry Harrison had fixed 
bis wedding iday for November 7, when he 
was to have^ been married to Miss Annie 



Howard of New Orleasa at tho home of the 
bride-eleot in that oity. It had boon the 
intention of the Mayor to charter a special 
train from Chicago to Now Orleans for him- 
self and party. 

Miss Howard, to whom Carter Harrison 
waa to bo married, ia now in Chicago at the 
residence of Carter Harrison, jr., whose 
guest she is. Frank and Harry Howard 
were in New Orleans when they received newa 
of the shooting. They immedjately tele- 
graphed their aister to remain in Chicago. 
The young men will start for Ohicago to- 
morrow. 



SPAIN IN AFRICA. 

The Moors Drive the Korelsncrs Back Into 
Their Forts Alter Some Klerco FlgUtlii!;. 

Madrid, Oct. 28.— Further details re- 
garding the attack made yesterday by the 
RifiSana at Melilla upon the Spanish troops 
and workmen have been received. As al- 
ready stated, the Spaniards were engaged 
in throwing up earthworks for the defence 
of the men who will build upon the heights 
of Sindi. In addition to this, they were 
building redoubts about Fort Rostro Gordo 
and Fort Cabrerizia. While they were thus 
employed the Killiana began to prepare tc 
give them baqtlo, notwithsluuding the fact 
that the workmen were protected by the 
Spanish batteriea. In the afternoon the 
Riliiana opened fire, which waa anawered by 
the Spjniarda, the artillery taking part in 
tho fight. The natives fought for a time be- 
hind the trenchea they had thrown up, but 
they later attempted to cut oil' the 
retreat of the Spaniards. A force of Riilians 
gathered on tho coast, it apparently 
being their intention to prevent tho Span- 
iarda reaching tho Molillu citadel, should 
they attempt to do so. A heavy lire waa 
directed againat the attacking natives; but 
tho latter fiaally compelled the troops and 
the workmen to withdraw into the forta. 
The retreat waa made in good order. Gen- 
eral Margallo commanded at Fort Cabre- 
rizas and General Ortega at Fort Rostro 
Gordo. Tho Spaniah gunboat Venadito did 
good service in ahelling tho RilBans gathered 
on the coaat. General Margallo is criticized 
in Madrid for exposing such amall bodies of 
Spaniards to attack by the enemy.

New Youk, Oct. 28.— The World's Col- 
ina, Ohio, special says : Some peraon in 
Muncie, Ind,, aent Marabal John Woods 
three amallpox soaba yeatorday in a letter. 
Celiua is quarantined against Muncie, and 
it ia thought aomo ono there has tried to 
spread the diseaae here in revenge. Tho 
letter reada as follows : " Wo are glad you 
showed so much kindness toward our siek- 
neaa in our town. 1 will send you a acab 
oil' my face in my worat atage of smallpox. 
I will anaure you you will have the amall- 
pox in eight or ten days."

STANTON EXPLAINS. 



The Removed An'ipricau Admiral's 
Statement an to the Salatingr 
of Admiral Mello. 



He " Rccoernized " the Brazilian FlBff 
Which the Insni'creut Com- 
mander Floated. 



Wasiii.noton, Oct. 28.— The following is 
Admiral Stanton's explanation aa to why he 
saluted Admiral Mello. It waa aent in 
answer to a measage of inquiry and waa 
made public to-day by Secretary Herbert : 

" Rio Januiro, Oct. 25. 
"To /he Siifrttary of the Aaiyi/, Ww^htmjtvn : 

" Before anchoring I saluted the Hag of 
Brazil with twenty-one guns. The ealute 
was returned by the Government fort. After 
anchoring I received a viait from tho aide do 
camp of Admiral Mello flying tho Hrazilian 
flig and returned the aaid viait. I saluted 
tho Brazilian Admiral. A fleet salute was 
returned by the aamo. No call was re- 
ceived from any Brazilian ofiicial from the 
shore. Next day I called ujion the Brazil- 
ian Admiral and tho visit was returned. 
Mello waa the only Brazilian Admiral I 
saluted. (Signed) Stanto.n." 

Seuretary Herbert gave out Admiral 
Stanton's diapatch for publication, because 
of an impression that tho President had 
acted haatily in removing the Admiral with- 
out having any explanation from him, A 
telegram of inquiry was sent to Admiral 
Stanton, when the fact that he had saluted 
the rebela was received at the Navy depart- 
ment, and the measage quoted was in 
anasver to that. Admiral Stanton's defence 
in the probable court of inquiry and court* 
martial proceedinga ia clearly indicated in 
hia dispatch, which says he sainted the 
Biaziliun flag "afloat," and thia atatement 
coincides wii h the belief among a number 
of uaval oQicers that it was in doing this 
that ho brought so much trouble on himself. 
Inquiry at the Navy department has 
brought to light some matters that are 
claimed to be precedents for Admiral Stan- 
ton's action, aud tho theory of the officers 
who believed tliat the Admiral's unfortun- 
ate salute waa juatifled by tho circum- 
stances, is given in this way : A command- 
er of a naval vessel of a dilferent nation 
must either acknowledge the Uag floated by 
another armed vessel of a different nation, 
or else seize, or attempt to seize, her as a 
pirate. If Admiral Mello had uo authority 
from any recognized government (and the 
insurgents have no government) to display 
the flag that was Hying at the peak of hia 
flagship, then, according to the theory, he 
was an unauthorized armed rover of the 
seas, and should be considered and treated 
as a pirate. If he had the right to float 
tho Brazilian flag, then he should have been 
saluted, and it Is further contended in Ad- 
miral Stanton's behalf, that, in view of 
the fact that Admiral Mello holds a 
commiesion as an officer of the Brazilian 
navy, tho American commander could not 
have done otherwise than pay him the cus- 
tomary courtesy. One of the precedents 
referred to ia the action of Admiral Wella of 
tho U. S. navy at Cadiz, Spain, in captur- 
ing a Spanish vrar vessel manned with in- 
surgents and floating the Spanish flag, and 
turning her over to the Spanish Government 
on the ground that she was a piratical craft. 
Tho same thing was done at Carthagena by 
a British squadron. Another precedent 
cited, if it can be called such, is the action 
of Captain Wilter, of the U. S. orusier Boa- 
ton, in landing troops and recognizing the 
revolutionists — the preaent Proviaional 6oy- 
ernment of Hawaii — without authority from 
the President,

New WEST.MiNSTiiii, Oct. 2.S. — A hand- 
some and Btyliahly drcased gentleman about 
30 years of ago arrived in the city last night 
from the East, and took the best quarters 
in the Uuicbon hotel. He was decidedly a 
swell, and "put it on" in great shape. 
This morning he entered the Banic of Mon- 
treal and presented the teller with a draft 
for $5,000, payable to C. S. Butler, and 
asked ihac the sum be placed to his credit. 
The draft purported to have been issued by 
the branch at Toronto, and was made out 
on a genuine form. The teller took tho 
draft and referred it to Mr. Fraser, actiuc; 
mannger. Mr. Fraser, being familiar with 
the signatures of those authorized to sign 
cheques, at once pronounced it to be a for- 
gery, and, retainiuc the draft, had tho 
gentleman shadowed on leaving the bank. 
Mr. Fruaer'e next atep was to swear out a 
warrant uguinet Butler, who waa eubse- 
queutly arrested by Chief of Police Huston 
when about to leave for Vancouver. In 
order to bo sure there was no 
mistake, Fraaer wired the Toronto otiice, 
and received a reply n couple of hours 
later that no such draft had been issued. 
Butler waa brought before the Police Magis- 
trate and remanded until Monday. From 
the manner in which the swindle was at- 
tempted, it has the appearance of uu organ- 
ized scheme to plunder tho banks of tho 
Province. liiitler'a plun evidently was to 
create confidence in himself and draw u 
largo portion of the money on account. 
This achenie hiia been worked succeat-fully in 
Kastorn ( lanada. The Chief searched IJut- 
ler after his arrest, and found ho had only 
S5 in his ijoaaesbion. The prisoner took his 
arrest quietly, and pretended to bo sur- 
prised when he learned that the draft was 
a forgery.

HE N. p. U. steamship 
Tacoma, after o some- 
what long and unevent 
f ul voyage, reached Vic 
toria from tho Orient 
shortly after .T o'clock 
yeaterdf.y morning, and

about tho same hour last evening, when she 
proceeded to the Sound, She had good 
weather across from China, but before arriv- 
ini; at Yokohama her passage was made dia 
agreeable by succesaivo g.ika. An uaualshe 
b' ought a big cargo, consiating in all of over 
2,000 tons, including 600 tona for Victoria, 
and 100 tons for San Francisco, which she 
landed here, She also brought 15 cabin, 50 
Chinese and 10 Japanese paasongors. The 
cabin passengers were : Lieut. Garvin, U. 
S. N., Rev. Dr. Neviue, Rev. H. Olin 
Cady, A. McDouguU, F. Pratt, F. Carran, 
T. Dobaon, (i. Delaney, J. Siunpier, 
J. McDonald, J. Powers, H. Waring, 
C. Garrel, A. Anderson and C. Alason 
Tho lust named twelve are part of the crew 
nf the Victoria sealing schooner Mauil S., 
which is now in Yokohama. Thero are yet 
sixteen members of the crew in tbe Japanese 
city, but they will go to sea with tho vessel 
next year. Tho trial of tho schooner for al- 
leged unlawful aealing in Russian territory 
had just conunenced when the Tacoma loft 
Yokohama, and consequently no news of tho 
result was obtainable from those of tho crew 
who arrived home. Lieut. Garvin, of tho 
U.S. navy in Japan, is returning to his 
homo in the Eastern States on sick leave. 
Rev. Dr. Navius has been visiting his 
brother in the Orient, and is returning to 
his home in Tacoma, and Rev. H. O. Cady 
is a missionary who haa spent seven years in 
religious duty in the interior of China, He 
has labored aa far inland as the missionariea 
have yet penetrated, and is now enjoying 
well earned holidays. \''okohama papera of 
recent date received by tho Tacoma say : 
" Tho Naval authorities have decided to ex- 
ercise for tho future a stricter control of 
tho foreign ' poaching ' veasels in the waters 
surrounding the Kurile islands ; and, to aa 
aist them in their operations, have ordered 
the various district and village offices in 
Hokkaido to furniah reports of tho move 
ments of foreign ' poaching ' vessela on the 
Hokkaido ooast during the period from 
January to September last. So far as we, 
(Japan Daily Advortiaer,) have heard, 
report of any foreign vessel having been 
caught poaching in Japaneae waters has yet 
been received." .... " Mr. Narikawu, 
Governor of Miye Prefecture, haa reported 
to tho Homo Oflice (on October 2) that tho 
sea level in the Gulf of lae is being grad 
ually lowered, Tho fishermen, it is said, 
find great dillloulty in pursuing their call 
ing. The phenomenon is Said to be due to 
geological changes." 

THE AUSTItALIAN LINE. 

A London dispatch of yesterday reads as 
follows : " Tbe Times announces that the 
steamer Miowera, which is stranded at tbe 
mouth of Honolulu harbor, will be tem 
porarily repaired at that port. The steamer 
Arawa, now at Sea Island, has been char 
tcred, and will leave Sydney November 18, 
go that but one voyage between Vancouver 
and Australia, as u result of the mishap to 
the Mioweru, will be missed. The Arawa 
can carry 30,000 carcasses of animals in 
addition to other produce in its freezing 
ohambera. An immediate opportunity 
tims allorded fur a large trade in meat and 
diiiry produce from Australia, and 
B.vlmon and other products from Canad 
A further important development ia thi 
in future steamers of thin line, beginning 
with the Arawa, will call at l''iji in additiou 
to Honolulu, thia f.ict being greatly due tc 
the ellorts of the Governor (<f Fiji. The 
Times, in conclusion, eaya it Ijopua tho de- 
cinion of the authorities ,nf Fiji, which is ii 
Crown colony, will have weight with the 
Home Government to give fiuancial support 
to the Pacific cable. 

PACKET LINE TO IIONOLDLD. 

A lino of sailing vessels ia projected, to 
do business between Seattle and Honolulu, 
and tho promoters aay the first vcaael will 
leave from Seattle on Novomber 20. The 
H. \V. Baker company are establishing the 
line, and they aay that if tho sailing voasols 
devclopo a goo I trade they will ho replaced 
by steamers. It is tho intention to send 
from tho Sound flour, feed, hay, oats, lime, 
beer, salmon, and other nwscollaucous cargo 
At Honolulu tho vtsaela will take on sugar 
for Sitn Francisco, where they will load 
merchandise for Seattle. It is thought that 
three veaaola can be employed in this trade. 
They will be fitted so aa to carry a small 
number of pasaengers.

THE FINAL VOTE. 



Probability of the Sherman Act Be- 
' peal Bill fieine Blaposed of 
Monday. 



Republicans (Charged With Parti'/-an- 
shi]) In Their Attitude Daring: 
the Emergency. 



W.^.siiixiiTO.s, Oct. 28,— The final vote on 
tho question of repeal will probably bo taken 
on Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock. Senator 
Voorbees made a careful canvass of the aitu- 
ation this morning and came to tho conclu- 
sion that there would bo no chance of dis- 
posing of the subject to-day. Thero are 
about 2,') umendmentH of which notice has 
been given. If these are autlioient the roll 
calls and speeches must be necessarily brief. 
The Senate gallertca wore crowded thin 
morning in expectation of lively scenes in 
the final stages of the silver struggle. Moat 
of tho Senators were in their aei>ta. Sher- 
man was aaked a nuinl)er of ([ueationa re- 
garding the fund created under tho resump- 
tion act and tho law relating to tho gold re- 
serve. He adudtted the Treasury had not 
asked for u bond iaaue, but aaid Congress 
nmat do something to help tho Secretary of 
the Treasury at o'u.o. Sherman sent to tho 
clerk'a desk an amendment which ho had in- 
tended offering. It unthorlzea An iaaue of ;i 
per cent, bouda not exceeding $200,000,000, 
redeemable in three yeara in coin in denom- 
inationa of $.")() or tho multiplea thereof. 

Gorman criticized Sherman'a attitude. 
The Kepublicans, he aaid, held tho key to 
tho aituation, and the Preaident had been 
obliged to accept Sherman's conditions. 
Gorman recalled Sherman's statement pub- 
lished in an interview that unconditional 
repeal Was impossible. Sherman replied 
that it would have been except for the col- 
lapse of tho oompromiae. 

Gorman aaid tbe Democrats had been 
obliged to aet aside lifelong convictions to 
meec this emergency in the administration 
Had the Republicans shown less pBrtiz>tn 
ship a better bill could be passed. Gorman 
said ho expected further financial trouble 
for the treasury, but aaid that tho Demo- 
cratic party waa now controlling tho entire 
Government, and would have to aaaume the 
responsibility of meeting the impending 
trouble.

GRAND TRUNlv RAILWAY. 

llalf-Vearly .^^eotlllg-Tll(i rri'sideiifs State- 
ment— Dividend of t)iie Per Unit, 
on Guaranleiid Stock. 

London, Got. "28 — The attendance at tho 
Grand Trunk half-yearly meeting was quite 
as large as usual, and tho proceedings on tho 

whole passed ofT smoothly, although a lively 
incident occurred at the close in connection 
with tho appointment of the auditor. Sir 
Henry Tyler, who presided, moved the 
adoption uf the report in a spoouh of some 
length. After denying that Mr. Vander- 
hilt's purohase of an Interest in tbeDalaware 
road would injure the Grand Trunk 
traffic, ho said that the directors wore 
bitterly disappointed at the result 
of the company's working during the past 
half year. Everything went against them, 
and under all the circutnstancea the direc- 
tors wcro agreeably surprised to find them- 
selves able to pay u dividend of one per 
cent, on the guaranteed stock. He de- 
scribed in detail his recent journey over the 
company's aystom, and concluded by ex- 
pressing tho belief that they might fairly 
hope for better reaulta during the current 
half year of tho World'a Fair. TruHic H aa 
fairly satisfactory, and there was ground for 
hope that tho Government would next year 
remit tho coal dutiea which had been im- 
posed in the eaat of the Dominion. 

After u desultory discussion, in which tho 
shareholders urged more stringent economy, 
the report and accounts were unaninioosly 
passed. 

Mr. Houaehold, who was two years ago 
elected auditor, complained t hat. in conao- 
([uenco of Loid C'laude Hamilton's bitter at- 
tack on hin) at the last meeting he had been 
ousted from his position by tho board. Fie 
said he had issued a writ againat Lord 
Claude Hamilton. 

Sir Henry Tyler explained that Lord 
Clandu Hamilton had just left tho meeting 
to keep another appointnient, and that only 
two days ago tho board iiud appointed Mr. 
Whinncy instead of Mr. Household owing 
tn statements made and with the concur- 
rence of a large majority of the share- 
holders. 

This f xiilanation was not well received by 
the meeting, and a Fceno of much cnnfuaion 
ensued when Sir Henry Tyler put tho reso- 
lution confirming Mr. Whinney'a appoint- 
ment and declared it carried. Tho meeting 
broke up in disorder, many of the share- 
holders present biesing and groaning and 
shouting "resign."

Valparaiso, Oct. 28. — Muoh sympathy ia 
expressed by officials of the Chilian navy 
for acting Rear-Admir*! Stanton. They 
like the friendly spirit ho showed in salut- 
ing Admiral Mello, and are sorry ho has 
been detached for it. It is regarded in 
official circles here aa highly probable that 
Argentina, Uruguay, Chili and Paraguay 
will recognize the Provisional Government 
set up by Admiral Mello at Desterro, and 
the hope is generally expressed that the 
United Stotes will adopt tho aanie courae. 

Lima, Peru, Oct. 'JS, — The city was 
thrown into alarm last night, and tho per- 
formances in tho theatres suspended by 
order of tho authorities. In the chiel 
stjuare of tho city a riot had beeu started 
by a body of Caoerists, who were soon 
firing off their revolvers in a reckless man- 
ner. Tho mob was dispersed with- 
out much trouble, however, and tho Home 
Minister, Prefect and Chief of Police, 
patrolled the city iu person far into night. 
A strict order was given the police to pro- 
vent u repetition of tho riot, but it broke 
out again this afternoon with renewed force, 
tho Cacerista, from tho balcony of lh'5 muni- 
cipal buildings, firing upon a body of men 
below who were cheering for Pierola and 
Congress. One of the men fired upon was 
iustantly killed, and several others were 
wounded. The shots were answered by the 
party attacked, and a crowd (|uickly gath- 
ered. Banks and stores in the ueighborhood 
were quickly closed by their owners. The 
military, however, were promptly on tho 
spot, and the cavalry soon cleared tho 
equare. All was qniet again by 5 o'clock, 
and the cavalry men made arrangements to 
patrol the city all night. The homo minis- 
ter and minister of war are visiting all parts 
of the city to see orders for the prevention 
of further riots are strictly carried out. 



STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

N':w YoHK, Oct. 'J8. — The Slock Ex- 
change to-day opened with a perfect rush to 
buy stocks, despite a sudden drop of nearly 
four points in National Cordage.

A GOOD OPPOItTUmTT. 

We bag to direct the attention of our 
readers to the advertisetnenta in anollier 
column notifying the men of buaineaa and 
thoae engaged in the different industries 
that the Hon. Mr. Foster and the Hon. Mr. 
Angers will meet their representatives in 
the Board of Trade rooms on Tuesday fore- 
noon, and address a meeting in tho Victoria 
theatre on the evening of the same day.

We trust that a 
large namber of the citizens will avail them- 
selves of the opportunity of discussing tariff 
matters with the Ministers and hearing 
what they have to oay about the policy of 
the Governinout generally. Such cliances 
seldom occur, and it ia well to make the 
most of them when they do h&ppen. 



UNACCOUNTAlSLi: APATHY. 

Are tho streeta of the city to he per- 
mitted to become unsafe ? What liavo the 
police been about that they havu not ar- 
rested some of the ruffians who have held 
up and attempted to rob peaceable pedes- 
trians? Ia the lessening of the police force 
to be made an excuau for the inaoti'vity and 
apathy .of the poli'joinen who are employed 
and paid for proteoLiug life and property V 
Wo truat that tho City Uouucii will not per- 
mit this disgrace to be added to the 
many abuses which the citizens of 
Victoria aro expected to tolerate. Are 
they to be forced to arm themselvea and to 
lake tbo proteuliou of life and properly 
into their own lianda ? It would appear ho. 
If the citizens are driven to this, it is hard 
to tell what may happen. Accidents are 
sure to occur and mischief to be done, if 
angry and alarmed citizens find it nceesaary 
to carry revolvers when buaineaa or plea- 
sure requires them to be on tho streets after 
dark. It ia time thai Intli the jiolico and 
the City Councillora woke up and tt^ok 
measures to ensure the safety of those 
walking the streets at all hours, night as 
well ua day. 



T//£' iVA'ir TARIFF BILL. 

There are many buriniaea as to the nature 
of the new Ainerican tariff bill, the draft uf 
which iu said lo he in the lianiia of tho Pros 
idont. Tho only thing that appears certain 
is that the changes that are proposed are all 
in the direction of free trade. Customs 
dutiea are not to bo done away with, and 
indualries are not lo be deprived of all the 
protection they have for some time enjoyed 
Tho new larill' will bo very far indeed from 
being a free trade tariff. This much appears 
certain. 

It is generally agreed that there is to bo a 
very oonsiderablo enlargement of tho freo 
list. What can ho fairly conaidcred tho 
raw materiala of manufacUiro will bo placed 
on that list. It ia reported that tho 
duties will bo taken oil wool, coal, iron ore, 
and lumber, and that the duties on iron, 
steel and glass will be considerably 
cut down. There will bo an increase of tho 
taxes on apirils, wino, beer, and perhaps 
tobacco. There ia talk of an income tax or 
an inheritance tax to inako up for Lho loss 
to the revenue from tho abolition of some 
ouatoms duties and the lowering of others. 
There is, however, nothing certain about 
the matter aa yot. The draft bill may he 
very different from what it is roportcd to 
be, and oven if the reports aro tolerably ac- 
cura'io, there ia no certainty thai it will be 
uccopted by C/'ongresa. In fact it is morally 
certain that it will undergo many changes 
in ,ita passage through the LegiaUture. 
There will be a bitUr Dght in Congreaa over 



tho tariff bill. The battle in tho Senate 
over tho repeal bill is child's play to what 
the contest over the tariff will be. 



THB HOOPER OASB. 

The proceedings in the Hooper oose have 
been interesting. The medical men who 

made tho jw.tt iiiorlein oxamlnation testified 
tliat thii lindy of Mrs. Hooper was in a 
healthy condition, and that there was no in- 
dication that alio died of disease of any 
kind, No trace of poison waa found. This, 
they said, was quite consistent with her 
being poisoned by prusaio aoid, which is ex- 
ceedingly volatile, and loaves no trace if the 
examination does not take place almost im- 
mediately after deatli. 

Mias Stapley, to whom Hooper had been 
paying attention, and to whom it turns out 
ho was engaged to be married, gave very 
clear and appf^'ently unreserved testimony. 
She had soon a good deal of Hooper 
between tho 10th and tho '24 th of Sep- 
tember. Ho had not told her that 
his wife was alive. On the contrary be in- 
formed her that she died at Lille, in France, 
aod produced a cutting from a newspaper 
to convince her that what he said was true. 
In fact ahe had not tho renioleat auspiciou 
that Hooper's wife was at the time alivo. 
The verdict of tho ooroncr'a jury has already 
appeared in our columns. It is an open 
ono. 

The preliminary inquiry is now going on 
iu Joliette, in the Province of Quebec. It 

is, aa may bo suppoaed, exciting great inter- 
eat, in that I'luvince and elsewhere. Tlie 
principal witnesa examined, so far, was the 
mother of the dead woman. Her testimony, 
as fur BB it went, was entirely favorable to 
Hooper. She was considerably badgered by 
the counsel for the prosecution, but tliough 
the old lady became exceedingly 
iiuiignant her testimony waa not 
shaken in the least. She evidently likea 
Hooper, and thinks well of him, and was 
not at all backward in giving expression to 
her feelings. Hooper's lawyers express 
themselves confident of being able to ahow 
that ho ia an innocent man, and that the 
circumatancea which have been interpreted 
to tell against him can be easily and aatiafac- 
torily explained. 

Complaints have been made that the 
newspapers have commented altogether too 
freely on the caso. Tim newspapers say 
that they have done little more than pub- 
lish tho evidence publicly given. This, aa 
far as we have seen, has been the case. To 
a certain extent, every notable criminal in 
these days muat be tried by newspaper, for 
those who read the proceedings of the trials 
in the courts cannot help forming an opin- 
ion, ono way or tho other; but in thia 
Hooper case, beyond stating tho facta that 
have been elicited by the examination of 
wilneaaes, nothing has been done to preju- 
dice the public against the accused man. 

AMERICANS IN AN AD A. 

The New Tork Sun haa of late years 
taken a lively interest in Canadian affairs. 

It is an outspoken advocate of annexation. 
When attempts were being made to nego- 
tiate a reciprocity treaty between Canada 
and tho United Statea, the Sun maintained 
that the only way by which Canadians 
could expect to gain any trade advantages 
from the United States was to sever their 
connection with Great Britain and to unite 
politically with the Great Republic. Politi- 
cal union, it contended, muat precede com- 
mercial union. 

In taking this stand the gun, without in- 
tending it, did good service lo Canada. It 
showed Canadians the price they would 
have to pay for unreatrictod reciprocity. 
They saw that before they could obtain un- 
limited freo trade with the United States, 
thoy would have to give up both their con- 
nection with Great Britain and their politi- 
cal independence. Aa soon aa the people of 
Canada were convinced that theae were tho 
only conditions on which freo trade with 
tho United Slates could be obtained, unre- 
alricted reciprocity became a dead issue, 
and tho hopes of the annexationists on the 
northern aide of the national boundary line 
were killed. 

But the New York Sun, clever as it is, 
did not learn the lesson which tho sudden 
death of unrestricted reciprocity in Canada 
was calculated to convey. Ita belief in 
the immense superiority of tlie United 
States over Canada in every respect ia 
so strong that it oannot he convinced 
that Canadians, as a people, are not longing 
for an opportunity to become United .States 
citi/.ena. Clieriahing this conviction, the 
Sun is amazed to find that there are Ameri- 
cans who seriously ooDtemplate emigrating 
from the United Statea to Canada and 
divesting themselvea of their United Statea 
citizenship becoming subjects of Queen 
Victoria. It evidently believes that if 
Americans do take up thoir residence in 
(lanada it is with the intention of becoming 
in that politically benighted land, miaaion- 
ariea of republicanism. This is what it says 
on thia aubject in a late insuo : 

We cannot prophecy, hut Canada must 
bo freed from British domination and an- 
nexed to the United Statea by consent of ita 
people. We oannot say that, if wo kcop on 
thinking, we will not go so fur aa to urge 
Americans to settle in Canada. Lord Aber- 
deen and the Dominion Government, and 
the Canadian Pacitia railroad, and Mr. L. 
U. Armstrong, who is leuluring in Michigan, 
want Americans to take up Canadian land. 
Guess we will conaider the subject. Wa do 
not suppose the Canadians are so thick- 
witted as to believo that Americans will be 
content to livo long under the British Gov- 
ernmcnt, or will feel like taking tho oath of 
allegiance to Georgo the Third's grand- 
daughter, who livoa most of tho time in 
Biilmoral Castle, Scotland, and holds court 
in Windsor Castle, England, and takes a 
jaunt oooaaionally to tho lalo of Wight, and 
has a royal heir in the Prince of Wolea, 
whoHo eldest son is tho Duke of York. 
Thoae foreign royulliea won't do for the 
American (lontinent. 

Whether the Americana who settle in 
Canada are thick-witted or not, it is certain 
that they make very good neighbors. They 
do not waste their time in preaohing repub- 



licanism, and they regard with very groat 
indulgence tho "loreign royaltiea " that vex 
tho patriotic soul of tho Now York journal- 
ist. Some of ihem carry their preference 
for British institutions so far that they be- 
como tho naturalized subjects of Queen 
Victoria, When thoy do this they do not 
fool sorry for having taken the oath of 
allegianco to "George the Third's grand 
daughlur," or bother thoir heado about 
priacos and royal residences, for they find 
that under the British Constitution the 
people have moro power and can oxorciao it 
moro directly and moro freoly than 
they can in tho llepublic of the United 
States of Amorioa. They discover, to their 
surprise that monarchical institutions in 
Canada aire really more democratic than ro- 
publicdbn institutions in the United States. 
As f.ir as tho government of the country ii 
concerned, the Americana who sottlo among 
us aro to all appearance quite contented. 
They certainly do not become preachers of 
republicanism, for the very simple reason 
that thoy have all tho freedom thoy want, 
and all tho political power they care to 
exorcise. So far from becoming radicals, 
they are conaervativo in their tendenciee, 
and, with but few oxceptiona, poll their 
votes for the Conservative candidates. This 
is why loyal Canadians are glad to see 
Americana settling in tho oountry. The 
great majority of them make intelligent, 
peaceable, law-abiding citizens, who aro 
delighted lo be in a country whero law ia 
respected and .Judge Lynch unknown. 



THB NIGARAGUA GANAL. 

The Nicaragua Canal project ia not yet 
dead in the United States. Mr. Dulittle 
baa a bill before Congress to authoriza the 
appointment of a Congressional committee 
to viait tlie Nicaragua Canal and to make a 
full repiirl upon everything of interest con- 
nected with the uudcrtaking. It ia not 
likely that tho bill will jiass, for :i ir.ajorily 
of the House of Representatives appear to 
have conceived a strong prejudice against 
tho canal and thoae who are promoting the 
work. Thia is to bo regretted, for the canal 
would, without doubt, be of tho greatest 
benefit to tho whole continent of Xorth 
America and to the world at largo. 

It may bo that Congress ia deterred 
from moving in the matter because of 
ihu uuseLlled Btata of the country through 
which tho canal is to bo constructed. 
Like nearly all tho small republics of 
America, North and South, Nicaragua is in 
a slate of chronic unrest. Ita tlovernment 
is hardly ever strong enough to compel 
respect, and revolutions are continually oc- 
curring. Just now the country is in a fer- 
ment. The Government haa — or professea 
to have — discovered a conspiracy against it 
in the capital, with raniificalioiia extending 
through all partu of the country. Arreata 
have been made in Leon and elsewhere, and 
prominent citizens have been thrown into 
prison. "The Conservatives, Progrossion- 
iflta and Clericila are all united agaiust the 
(lovcrnnient juat now, and tho feeling 
against the administration is at a high 
pilch." Tho I'reaidenl bus liecn granted 
extraordinary powera by Congreaa to deal 
with malcontents, and is also invested with 
power to levy forced loans. The country is 
embarrassed financially, and no one ia ture 
that the Government will not one of these 
fine niorninga bo violently overturned. 

It ia not likely that prudent men, either 
in a corporate capacity or aa individuals, 
will invest money in a canal runninc; through 
a country that is in such an unquiet and 
disorderly condition aa Nicaragua. A 
revolutionary party might any day make 
the canal unnavigablo for months, and might 
in its niudnesa destroy in an hour, property 
that it would take millions to replace. The 
country through which a ship canal con- 
necting the Atlantic with the Pacific ia con- 
structed must be under the rule of a 
Government which ia both stable and strong. 
This, it appears to us, in an indiapensihlo 
condition. 15ul there ia no sign of Nicara- 
gua over having such a Government. 
Neither is it likely that its inhabitants will 
ever voluntarily place themselves under the 
protection of a Government wise enough to 
make good lasva and atrong enough to en- 
force them when made.

ed by H. M. S. Champion, will not likely 
leave until about November 27. They will 
go to Honolulu, and it is expected that it is 
the Admiral's intention to go all around the 
islands in the South Pacific. They will 
take the lifeboat, which the Royal Arthur 
brou(;ht out from England, to the Pitciirn 
Islands, it having been presented by Queen 
Victoria to the natives. It will be about 
the first time the flagship of this station 
has made the island trip. 

Till', San Francisco Chronicle, referring to 
a rumor that an attempt is to bo mado to 
raise the United Slates duty on opium from 
512 to §1.') a pound, saya that though the 
ostensible motive is to decrcaBo the impor- 
tation, it iH really a niovo cd an opium ring 
in Victoria who hope by having the duty 
raised to make it impossible for the regular 
dealer to coinjiele with the smuggled article. 
Says the Chronicle : " Already, it is H'lid, a 
' sack ' of $:^;U),U0O has been sent to \\'aah- 
ington. This is iu the hands of a lobby who 
arc trying to convince ICiStorn CongreBbiiien 
that the only way to repress the dreadful 
trallic is l)y puttiue the duty at eiioh a figure 
as to discourage importation." It goes on 
to say that since 1880, when the duty was 
first imposed, legitimate imports decreased 
from 07,741 jjouuds to only .'51,98.') pounds in 
181)2, though the consumption has enor- 
mously increased. The importations into 
British Columbia at the same time havo in- 
oreased to 12G,UU0 pounda in 1803, the cost 
being only Sti a pound ugaiust $11. 2S to $10 
In San Francisco. At present smuggled 
opium is sold openly on the San Francisco 
market for $13 75 <t pound, while tax paid 
'opium brings $16, so that if the duty is 



raised still higher the legitimate trade will 
he killed (iir altogether and smugglers havo 
the whole control of the tr iflic.

Last Monday or Tuesday, in reply to 
a friend's expressed hope that ho would soon 
bo up and aroumi again, lie remarked, 
prophetically: "There's no use wishing 
ihar. 1 know I'm going to die, and I be- 
lieve I will die ubciut next Saturday; if I 
do, I want to bo buried on tho very next 
day — Sunday." According to his wish, tho 
funeral will take place to-clay. 

Tiif, steamer Ct quitlam ia to be surren- 
dered to the Customa authorities at Port 
Townseud, and, according to a Vancouver 
dispatch, was sent over last evening. The 
Coniiitlam, after having been seized for the 
alleged illegal transfer of se.tlskins, was re- 
turnerl upon her owners, tho Union Steain- 
ahip Co. , giving bonda e.-jual to her value. 
These bonda were secured by mortgage 
covering not only the Cot|uitlam, but other 
vesaola owned by tho company, and this 
mortgage, it is aaid, h aa been so serious a 
hindrance to tho financial operations of the 
company that they have determined to free 
themaelvea of it by aurrendering the 
steamer.

On one side there is engraved a 
photograph of tho club house and boat 
house, with, to complete the picture, two 
four-oared boats fully manned and equipped 
shown in the waters of the bay.

Within, tho catch of the Walter P. Hall, 
packed ready for shipment, at once at- 
eracted attention, and thieves would doubt- 
less have made a — for ihom— very satifao- 
toiy liuul had they not bflfn disturbed. 
They had about 200 skins packeil for oon- 
venirn!; removal in a nundier of salt sacka 
marked " W. 11.'' and " .X," which, with 
tho crowdjar, were found near the door 
when the preiid.'ies were visited iu the morn- 
ing. A count of the skins shows 82 to have 
been taken before tho thieves, presumably, 
were frightened away.

this city.

Tho Canadian 
P,icii(i; ia now absorbing the local rate and 
furnishing cars to manufacturers on the 
Lake Shore road. 

San Francisco Bulletin : A sample of 
California maple sugar has been received ut 
the rooms of tho State Board of Trade. It 
oomea from Igo, Shasta county, and was 
made by Edward L. Ballou from the sap of 
maple trees In the foresta of that neighbor. 
hood. The sample cake looks and tastes 
like the beat maple sugar from Vermont. 
Maple sugar has alao been made in Nevada 
county and other looalitiea of Northern 
iJallfornia from native txooB, but it is said < 



that tho trees are usually too few and far 
between to enable the maple sttt;ar industry 
to be carried on to advantage in any part of 
this State. 

St. John Telegraph: Tho attention of 
philanthropic societies in Now York has 
been directed to the practice of sending 
nowly arrived immigrants from Europo to 
Baltimore to work on oyster sloops, whore 
they are exposed to ovsry kind of fraud and 
hardship. In New York, ngonciea have 
aub-agonta who get $2 for every man they 
induce to go, these ogcnta making al- 
luring promises to the callow immigrants. 
Once on board an oyster sloop tho laborer 
aoon linda that he is duped and that his 
cacapo is practically Impossible, for the 
sloop seldom If over puts into land before 
tho oyster season is closed, which is not be- 
fore May, and oareis taken that be stay on 
board. He finds that his first month' 
wages go to paying for his railroad fare to 
Baltimore and the oommission of the agent 
that procured for him the "job." The 
wngea of tlie next month pay for hia oil 
coat, boots, etc., and 80 on until all the 
wages promised are swallowed up^ At the 
end he is dismissed penniless. Meantime 
ho is fed on the scantiest food, and beaten 
if he complains. This is a nice condition of 
alTaIrs to prevail in a fr£o republic. 

Toronto Mail (Supreme Court Report): 
Tho ne).t case taken up was that of tho ship 
Uacar and Hattie, a Canadian sealer seized 
in liolu-ii)g Sea during the suuson of 1892. 
This \9. an appeal from tho Admiralty Court 
in British Columbia, which condemned the 
vessel. The Oscar and Hattie left Victoria 
early in tho season for the fishing grounds, 
and spent the greater part of her time hunt- 
ing in tho neighborhood of Chopper Islands. 
In tho month of August she started for 
her homo, Victoria, B C. On her way she 
ran abort of water, and nuido for Atu Island 
to obtain a supply, Tho captnin called at 
Catzland harbor, on tho iKTth side of the 
island, which forma part of tho southern 
boundary of I'.uhring Sea. Had the vessel 
culled on the south aide she would not have 
been within prohibited waters at all, but 
owing to tho wind tho captain took the 
other side of the island. Hero tho vcaael 
was seized by the United States man-of-war 
Mohican, and afterwards handed over to 
H.M.S. Molpomouo, being finally put in 
possession of tho Collector of Customs at 
Victoria under seizure. It wa.i held in tho 
petition for condemnation that tho vessel 
was hunting for seals in forbidden waters. 
She waa laden with skins, but it was proved 
that they were caught outside of Behring 
Sea, near tho Copper Islands. During tho 
hearing of tho case. Judge Sedgowick re- 
marked that there was not a scinlilla of 
evidence to show that the veaael called at 
the Atu laland for anything than proper 
purposes. Some of the other judges spoko 
in tho same direction. Mr. McCarthy ap- 
peared for the ownera of tho veaaei, and 
Mr. Robinson for the Crown. Judgment 
was reserved.

happy idea of making up to the fullest ex- 
tent which the art of man makes |)ONsiblu 
for the attractions which depariep with tho 
spark of life. 

lOiiibalming is a subject in which very 
great public interest ia taken, and the news- 
paper man having by rciiuiat been shown 
tlie emb'ilming plum and inslrumenta, Mr. 
Hayv.-;ird expluined the process and tho 
eflictfl of the operation. 

" It is a pily," ho proceeded, "that so 
much pr( judico and misconception exist in 
tho minds of the general public with regard 
to embalming. 'There ia no reiison, Have in 
very rare cases, why the deud sluiuld not 
retain their natural appearance and be pre- 
sem.'it fiorn any symploma of decay for a 
reasonable period, luul if neetaaary for 
weeks iind months. Thero is a nii.staken 
idea that this cannot be done without muti- 
lation and the reuiuval of tiie viscera, anil 
ll:at in the r.-vi:iil of lrani;o or suspended 
animation all cbancea of restoration or re- 
suscitation are eli'ectually taken away. 'This 
is not only incorrect, but the vory lirst act 
of tho embalmer would eireotually dcmon- 
straUi either that life had forever departed, 
or was only in suspense, and then prompt 
remedies could he appliid, 

" Modern embalming c.^nsials simply in 
perniealing the human body with a specially 
prepiired preeervativo solution, and this is 
done by injecting the vaacular eystom 
through one of the arteries. The only cut- 
ting required is the small incision neccsaary 
to expose one of the auperfioial arteries, and 
puncturing it sufBoiently to admit the point 
of the iojeotiug instrument. In cases of un- 
doubted death, the arteries are found entirely 
empty, but in caaea of auspended aniniatiou 
the reverse would be the ease, and the em- 
balmer, finding the arteries charged with 
blood, would immediately give the alarm."

CHINESE IMMIGR.ATION. 

Strict Kejjulatloiia Ailoptt'd hy the (ioveru- 
ineiit of llawiill— Kiitlre Prohibition Con- 
teiiipliUed— The Afon^ Family. 

PoKT TowNSEND, Oob. 28.— Special in- 
struoiiona from the Hawaiian Government 
In relation to Chinese immigration were re- 
ceived at tho Consulate to-day. Ilereufter 
all Chinese persons are strictly prohibited 
from entering Hawaii trom any Pacific 
Coaat port, unless their passports shall have 
first been vised by the Hawaiian Minister 
at Hongkong, or the foreign Department of 
Hawaii. Consul J. G. Swan said to-day 
that the new regulations were very strict, 
requiring a apecial examination of vessels 
bound to Hawaii to ascertain if llio regula- 
tions are being violated. From tho touo of 
the instructions it ia apparent that tho Pro- 
visional (ioverument intends to strictly pro- 
hibit Chinese immigration in tho future. It 
appears the (iovernment ia becoming appre- 
hensive lest tho linea of steamers from the 
Pacific Coast to Australia would be the 
means of landing largo numbers of Chinese 
in Hawaii. 

Consul Swan also received a copy of the 
correspondenco that passed between the 
Hawaiian Consul lleneral at San Francisco 
and the Treasury department last week in 
relatiini to tho landing of the Afong family. 
Tho father ia u full-blooded Chinaman and 
tho mother ia of French and English extrac- 
tion. They have three charming, aceoni- 
pliahcd and educated daughters. 'The eldest 
ia engaged to marry Capt. Whiting, lato 
commander of the U. S. man-of-war Boston, 
and a later announcement of tho ruitrimo- 
nial engagement of another daughter to tho 
American coutui at Honolulu has been made. 
Tho AfoDg tamily are very wealthy and are 
tho leaders in Hawaiian elite society. A 
ii'W weeks ago they concluded to visit the 
World's Fair. Tho collector of custonjs at 
San Francisco was uncertain whether under 
tho law they should bo allowed to land, 
being of Chineao parentage, and wired to 
tho department for inalructiona. The 
anawer waa that tho children were natives 
of Hawaii and the daughters of a Chinese 
merchant, and were entitled to admiaaion 
into tlie IJoited tilates.

Had I known of it 1 would have brought 
■some with me. In fact, as many aru 
awaro, b.Uod hay is boin;^ shipjiod now 
to Knghmd fr<jm Amurica in hiryo ijuan- 
titios ov. ir.i; to tlio vury diy sunnnor and 
shi)rlni;.-.-, nf ^'i-iias and straw hore. Ijui 
if i could market my North Carolina 
grass every year at the above prices 1 
could make enough to squaro me on the 
exjionso of tryiiii^ to raiso otlier crops. 

Tho pii.st wcok ] havo beon tho pus- 
sessur of a valet. Tlio doctor told niu 
that I did nut. know how to travel or 
what to oat and drink in order to kooji 
out of the grave, so ho prescribed among 
other things a \ alet to travel with me, 
do chores, give my orders, attend to my 
wasbin;; unci ironing and bo KMp>3f'ii 'dl 
around guide, philosopberand hired man. 

I call him Clarence. Ho is 58 years of 
ago and resembles me very mucli in aj)- 
peaniiiee. ll is ratlier ainiising to see 
mo giiiiig ;ibinit over I'^ugland aceom 
panied by a manservant icienibling iiie 
so closely. Klsewhere it. woukl eauai! 
laughter, but horo it is kindly and oven 
courteously received, bub not mirthfully. 

Clarence points out various places of 
interest to me in city or country as we 
jog -ddii j. He is iini op on art very much, 
being ,a self niaile m.'ui wlio ran short of 
hair as he liuished the job But he knows 
this coiii.try by heart, aiid though his 
English is bad enough to import into 
America for the use of those who wish 
to aflect the groom of this country he is 
a good servant and has an appotito that 
wUl cut my visit here short by a week. 

At present I am at lodgings. Every- 
body advise.s yon to take lodgings here, 
and very likely it would be a good thing 
if we could always know what they wore 
to be. Mine cuuld bo a good deal bettor, 
for the landlady "has seen better days." 
Perhaps 1 need not Buy any more than 
that. 

Howevnr, it is a cnao where the husband 

joyfully died about 15 years ago and left 
his wife a landlady with a quiver in her 
voice and no idea of keeping house. You 
see such cases everywhere, but more 
here perliaps. More people connected 
by the eyelids with the Established 
Church die hero or lose their jobs and 
leave witless relatives to cling to world- 
ly people who are on ealaries than else- 
whoro perhaps. 

1 am sensitive to tho cold, and England 
is cold. I'eoplo who are used to it, of 
course, do not mind it, but to dwell with 
this never dying chill at one's heart, sur- 
rounded by a pall of shivers and dark- 
ness, and darkness such as to-day i)er- 
vades my room, and confronted by such 
a fire as I have, is the kind of thing that 
makes one beg for death or an early 
steamer. 

My lire is made in an iron sconce just 
big enough to liold a black brick. This 
brick is coal dust and dirt mixed with 
tar or New Orleans molasses or some- 
thing and then compressed. It is as in- 
'Combustible as a Belgian block, and 
when in its wild fury it tufns red and is 
really in its meridian it is as fiercely hot 
as a new '

I ask Clarence to stir it up, but he well 
asks how one can stir a brick that is 
wedged in the chimney. I ])ut on more 
•overcoats and sit on my feet. They are 
so chilled that I am most afraid 1 will 
take cold sitting on them. 

Last iSaUbath I attended divine serv- 
ices at Wffltininstor abbey and wore my 
new clothes made here. There was a 
slight flutter of pleasure, 1 fancied, as 1 
passed down the aisle. Tho clothes ar(! 
not BO loud as .some that 1 was tempted 
to get. What 1 wore was a subdued or 
sort of protested check made in a box 
plait jacket, with hat of eanie, trousers 
half tiglit fitting — i. o., tight below the 
knee and very fnll above — plaid tennis 
shoos and white "spats." 

Westminster abhey has a good choir 
of siiigeis, who live here in town, and 
an organ that is paid for. Tho voice of 
that organ was very comforting to mo, 
a stranger with sweet memories only 
for company, and on its velvet mantle of 
niolody my heart rose. 1 believe in an 
honest and voiceless prayer. 

Tho service was swallowed up by the 
mighty g iHeiius, where, in tho dusky re- 
cesses of the lofty building, tho gold and 
ruby and green sunbeams from tho vast 
and glorious window wore straying, but 
tho voices of the singers and the bugles 
and thunder and flutes of the organ I 
could not forgot.

It wqs so grand, so deep, so memory 



sti.'-ring, that for a moment I forgot my 
costly raiment and was back again in tlio 
far west of America, without overgaiters, 
it is true, but with a heart full of joy and 
with a small gloved hand on uiy coat 
bIobvo, whore 1 can feel it yet. 

So 1 wont after sorvico to toll tho pas- 
tor honr much I was pleased with his 
choir, etc., but he was gone. 

Westminster abboy is whoro the Queen 
was crowned fifty odd years ago and has 
never since its erection or consecration 
given .a mush and millc sociable. 

Ve.steiday 1 visited the NatitJiial gal- 
lery because it was the day when artists 
come to make copies of the old masters. 
There you see old and gray artists ]>eg- 
ging away at copies ot Rubens, and 
young and pretty girl artists — prettier 
than any of the pictures they are paint- 
ing — and all at work regardless of pass- 
ing and curious petjple. They are all 
wrap[)ed up in their art. 

I watched one young lady over her 
shoulder while she ])aiiited a sunset — 
sort of exiilosion it looked like — in tho 
Turner collection. Then J askod her 
what price she wiia going to put on it, 
Init she callod an attendant, who arrest- 
in e and confined me in the Hogarth 
room for half an hour.

They are very severe with people who 
interfere with artists who are working. 

Tho works of Turner have been often 
criticised, and e3|)eciallj' by the un- 
learned. Artists never speak scvoroly 
oLliim, but eonnuon people do. For my 
own part, ! do not care for him. I'ossi 
bly that is because I am unprepared to 
judge, but 1 am not afraid to stand up 
hero to-day with iny hand on my heart 
and say that, if you will give me a good, 
clean tablecloth and move it around a 
little each meal so that tho place where I 
carve will come (jn a new spot each time, 
I'll give you in a week's time a Turner 
that by touching up a little will make 
people pfip their eyes out. 

Speaking of tho Hoga.th collection, I 
will say en pa-sant that it was the only 
room in which no artists were copying. 
While all the other masters had students 
and venerable artists clustered about 
thorn, Hogarth's disorderly house was 
still. 1 am not surprised. 

His ]K)rtrait of himself, by himself, 
h ung where it faced his "Marriage a la 
Jlnde" on the opixisito wall, and ho 
seemed to say to himself sadly, "Did 1 
devote niy inspired brush to such work 
as that and hope to be loved and copied 
in coming years?" 

Comparatively few Americans ara here 
this year the tradesiiien say and account 
for it on tlio ground that they are staying 
at ho)iie to visit the great fair, or, us 1 
heard a poetic kind of man say once, 
"Tho White City."

I am going t(j sort of look around 
horo some more on tho sub rosa, <[. t., 
in cog., or on the dead, as Sponcor would 
s ly, and jot down things here and there, 
after which I am going back to Cork antl 
other towns. 

To-morrow 1 go to Windsor castle to 
stay a couple of days. Her majesty is 
not at home.

The Miuisters Will Address a Public 
Meeting iu Victoria on 
Tuesday Evening. 

A public meeting has been called, to bo 
held >t tho Victoria theatre on Tuesday 
evening, at which Hon. George E. Foater, 
Minister of Finunoe, and Hon. A. R. 
Angora, Miniater of Agriculture and Quar- 
antine, will deliver addresses. Mayor 
Beaven will preside. The Ministers will be 
at tho Board of Trade rooms during the 
day, from II a.m., to meet tho representa- 
tives of tho various manufacturing indus- 
tries, the trades, and agricultural and other 
interests, with whom thoy expect to discuss 
tarifif mattera. They will arrive to-day 
from Vancouver on the Government steamer 
Quadra. Mr. Foster arrived at Vancouver 
on Friday night, and Mr. Angers, who had 
stayed at Agasaiz to see the Experimental 
farm, joined him yesterday. A joint ad- 
dress was presented to the Ministers by the 
presidents of the Vancouver and Weatniin- 
Btei Boards of Trada as follows : 

" We tho undersigned, in behalf of the 
Hoards of Trade of Vancouver and West- 
minater, deairo to express our satiafaotion 
and i>lea3uro at tho opportunity of meeting 
the Miniatcrs of two such important depart 
menta of the Government of Canada, par- 
ticularly aa we have learned through our 
representative, Mr. Gordon E. Corbould, 
that one of the cxpreaa objects of your visit 
B3 eai)eciaUy to invite an examination and 
diacuaaion of tarifT questions. With this 
end iu view, joint meetings of tho lioarda 
have been hold, and we now respectfully 
present for your conaideration tho following 
poiuta in cv.iuectiou with turiflf and other 
mattera, which they '>avo had under dis- 
cussion, as being in tt.<:ir opinion, calculated 
to promote the beat interests of.this district, 
viz ; 

" That the duty bo taken off wheat to en- 
courage milling, and that tho duty on Hour 
be reduced to fifty centa per barrel with a 
view of modifying the cost of living and 
inducing inmiigration, and that Indian 
corn bo placed on free list. 

"That, with a view of stimulating an ex- 
port trade with the Australasian colonies, 
an export rebate equal to tho import duty 
bo allowed on all glass exported in the 
shape of doora, windows, and other manu- 
faulured articles, and ulao manufactured 
articles of iron, and tho duty on pig iron 
bo reduced from §-1 to SI per ton. 

" Inasmuch as owing to our position we 
have to import all the bar, rod, plato iron 
and steel, and cast iron and wrought pipe, 
without any visible sign of the establish- 
ment of manufactures of that clasa of 
goods, that the duties thereon be materi- 
ally reduced. 

"That tho Governmentseouro reciprocity 
in all natural products of tho country, as 
far BS possible, especially in lumber, coal, 
slate, Btooe and fish. 

" The Boards wish to express thoir grati- 
Gcation at the action of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment in sending one of its number to 
Australia, and trust that the Government 
will continue to make every effort toward a 
modiScation of tariffs, so as to promote the 
freest interchange of commodities between 
tho Dominion of Canada and AUatralaiia. 

" That in the opinion of this Board the 
duty on mutton should be reduced to rate 
equal to the duty on live sheep. 

" That aa tho welfare of this Province is 
largely dependent on its mines, wo woulu 
recommend that the duty on mining ma- 
chinery (not already on the free list) be re- 
duced. 

" That tho duty on manufactured sub- 
marine cables for telegraph and telephone 
purposes bo reduced to a sum equal to that 
on wiro. 

"That the duty ou agricultural imple- 
ments bo reduced. 

"Thatj-hiasmuch as that British Colum- 
bia, from her position and circumstances, 
necessarily imports extenaivoly for con 
sumption, and bears a larger proportion of 
the tariff burdena jki- rapila than any other 
Province, a general reduction of tho tariff 
would be to her advantage. 

" Kespocting matters other than those 
directly affected by tho tariff, we beg to bring 
to your notice the urgent necessity for the 
early construction of a Trans-Pacific cable, 
wbioh we understand ia already under the 
consideration of your Government. 

" We would call your attention to the 
fact that a contiderablo sum ia collected an- 
nually from vessels entering the port of Van- 
couver, in the shape of hospital fees, while 
there is no marine hospital or port doctor 
provided for sick mariners at this port. The 
Board would respectfully urge that tho 
(luvtrnmcnt make provision in this respect 
aa aoon aa possible. \\'e ^vouki also call 
ynur attcniion to the iusuliicicncy of the 
Custom H(ju-o stuff in Vancouver, which is 
found a serioua detriment to the prompt 
transaction of tho buaincBH of the city. 

"Owing to the dilferent coinmerci.il lawa 
at preteni existing in the various I'rovincea 
of the Dominion, the (|ueation of commercial 
aecurity ia acrioii.sly alfected, the collection 
of (lobta moal o.-ipenaive and nnaatiafactory 
and in view of the constantly increubing in 
tercourso between the Provinces, tlieso 
Boards are of opinion that tfio immediate 
attention of tho Government should bo di- 
rected to introduction of a bankruptcy law 
which will be applicable for tho whole Do- 
minion." 

Interviewed at Vancouver by the CoL- 
ONI.ST correspondent, tho Hon. Mr. Foatur 
said thoy had hud a very pleasant trip aofar, 
with nothing to mar the onjoymont. lie 
thought the prospects of British Columbia 
were moat encouraging and that tlui Prov- 
ince had a splendid future. He cnnaidercd 
that this Province should be benulilcd l)y 
the conferences now being held, for, though 
the tariff could not be arranged to suit 
British Columbia alone, it was needless to 
suy that grave consideration would be given 
to the representation 'of a Province with 
such a grand destiny. The iron trade was 
one upon which the tariff had a most im- 
portant bearing. All the boards of trade 
throughout the Dominion asked for ohaugea 
in the iron duties, and British Columbia 
had laid particular stress on this point. A 
plausible suggestion which had been made 
was to reduce the duty on pig iron to a 
minimum and to increase the honu.H on 
manufactures from pig iron. This ivould 
atinuilate manufacturing and eventually 
turn tho attention of mine ownera to ibo 
production of pig iron. Ho thought that 
wheat growing and poultry raising should 
bo carried on extensively in British Colum- 
bia. Ho had heard that, though poultry 
wore raiac.d rather extensively here, feed 
was imported for them in carloads, but ho 
would not like to say in the East that 
British Columbia could not raise her own 
chicken feed. Tho development of tho 
Provinnn would no doubt, enonurugo tho old- 
tiino farmera to get out of tho rut in whicli 
they were working, and extend their opera- 
tions. The change in this Province had 



been remarkable in the last ten years, but 
in the next ten ho felt it would be much 
greater. Britiah Columbia commerce waa 
conataatly spreading. Ha found sugar from 
this Province selling at Winnipeg in compe- 
tition with the best from Montreal. He 
hud done some shopping in Vancouver and 
found prices of many things tho same as in 
the Eiat. The cost of living had decreased, 
he had been told, twenty Ave per cent, in 
ten yeara, and it seemed to him that British 
Columbia was a good place to live in. Some 
of the apparent evils to commerce would be 
wiped out by tho levelling process and the 
law of necessity, while others could be 
remedied or modiflod as much as possible by 
legislation. 

Till! I'UIILIC MKKTINO. 

At tho opera house, in tho evening, tho 
Ministers were presented with an uddreaa 
aigaed by tho Mayor and Clerk 
on behalf of the citizens. Hon, Mr. 
Foster spoke for two hours and at the con- 
clusion said it was not possible for an 
audience to be more attentive. Tho 
brillant proapeots of British Columbia wore 
touched upon, and the growth of tho entire 
country demonstrated by figures. A most 
eloquent appeal was made for the Liberal- 
Conservative party, the people listening 
with the keenest attention. He spoko of 
tho Behring Sea trouble aa demonstrating 
that it was better for Canada not to go it 
ulooo for a long time yet. Sixty-five mil- 
lions of people had said to five million, 
"Get out of the Sea, or I'll adze you." 
Lord Salisbury wrote Mr. Blaine a letter, 
"Mr. Blaine, please leave the Canadian 
aoboonera alone, and the U. 8. did leave 
them alone," His concluding words were, 
"Lotus stick to our emblems, the Mapio 
Leaf and Beaver, and to tho grand old 11 ig 
that has a thousand years braved tho battle 
and tlie breeze." Mr. Angers followed in 
an ellcctivo speech and was well received.
